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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Jeffrey Collins on 2/1 6/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: In Claim 1, line 1 delete "of the type", in 
line 6, delete "it" and insert —one of the half cock notch or the full cock notch—; In Claim 3, line 
1 delete "of the type", in line 6 delete "it" and insert -one of the half cock notch or the full cock 
notch-. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: On Figure 12, provide the label "PRIOR ART". In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not anticipate the claimed one piece trigger for a lever action rifle having a hammer 
mounted for pivotal movement from an uncocked position through a half cocked position to a 
cocked position, the hammer having a convex surface which rotates against a concave surface of 
a sear on the trigger, the convex surface of the hammer having a half cock notch and a full cock 
notch cut into its surface, the trigger having an elliptically shaped trigger pivot hole and a round 
trigger pin which allows the trigger to change positions by sliding on the trigger pin as the 
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hammer is cocked so that the point of the sear clears the half cock and full cock notches on the 
hammer.
